(cj The assignee could not cultivate the land as some 
ryots of the village objected to the grant on the plea that the land 
was being used by the village as cattle stand and also as a donka. 

(d) Yes. Government cancelled the grant on the ground 
that the land is required for communal purposes.

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The position wdtli regard to the Vamsadhara project was 
explained. Orissa had^ previously agreed to the construction of a 
dam at Gotta. This would inundate about 350 acres of land in 
Orissa and 25,000 acres in Andhra. Investigations were made 
whether any project can be developed in the upper reaches of the 
river which would not inundate valuable areas. It was suggested 
by Andhra Pradesh at the instance of C. W. P. C, that a dam was 
feasible at Gudari on the Vamsadhara. Such a reservoir would 
inundate a comparatively smaller area which is mostly forest land 
and may provide a regular flow of water in the river to stabilise 
at Gotta. It was explained on behalf of Orissa that they have 
already prepared projects in the upper reaches of Vamsadhara 
above Gudari and have started executing some of them. If the 
utilisation of these projects is allowed for, it appears certain there' 
will not be adequate water available for a reservoir at Gudari- It 
may not, therefore* be worthwhile having a reservoir at this place 
on account of the irrigation schemes of Orissa Government. 

The ORIGINAL AGREEMENT WITH REGARD TO GoTTA WOULD 

THEREPOEE be adhered to. It was also mentioned that there may 
be accumulation of water outside on account of the bunds; but the 
Andhra Pradesh representatives indicated there will be provision 
for suitable out Fall sluices to permit of drainage in to the reser- 
voir. Clans and estimates of the scheme as may be final ised wiU 
be sent to the Government of Orissa for information. 

There are certain works in Orissa which are of benefit 
both to Orissa and to Andhra Pradesh. They include flood 
embankments on the Vamsadhara, head works on the water 
courses, river channels, irrigation sub-division. It was agreed that 
repairs to these works should be done by the Government of the 
place where the source is situated and repairs are to bo taken up* 

It w^as accepted in principle that both Orissa and Andhra 
Pradesh share the cost of annual and special repairs in proportion 
to the ayacut concerned in the case of the irrigation sources like 
tanks case of embankment.

It was agreed that the design proposed by the Andhra 
Pradesh Engineers for the flood bank and agreements proposed 
by the Andhra Pradesh for the drainage sluice were generally 
acceptable. 

The Orissa Engineers desired that they may be given 
the finally approved design of the out fall sluice and this may 
cater for a run off of i" per hour in the catcluncnt under refe- 
rence. The flood bank should have 6' of free board above 
M, W. L. with two feet pitching above M. W. L in the river 
side. 

The Orissa Engineers also agreed that a sluice may be 
provided on the left flood bank at a Place to be indicated by 
them and of the size to be indicated by them for any future 
irrigation to be proposed in their territory and the cost of the 
sluice would be borne by them. If and when, in future irrigation 
is decided in Orissa State the cost of the proposed anient will 
be borne on ayacut basis. 

The- Neeradi irrigation proposes to provide on the 
Andhra side for first crop only. It was agreed that the existing 
irrigation interests both under Orissa and Andhra Pradesh area 
in the Vamsadliara river basin will be a first charge on the 
waters. It was also agreed that the water requirement of the 
Neeradi project will be met out of what was agreed to under 
Gotta reservoir scheme previously. Orissa Engineers has no 
objection to the Neeradi Project subject to the above. 

The Andhra Engineers stated that , there is no proposal 
for additional irrigation beyond what is now proposed for under 
the Neeradi barrage and Gotta reservoir.

The water of Vamsa- 
dhara Basin may consequently be utilised by both Andhra 
Pradesh and Orissa States on a fifty-fifty basis.

5n' P. K. G* Raju : Sir, I would like to say a few 
words in sympathy to the bereaved family of the great Maharaja 
Saheb of Pithapuram. The Maharaja was one of the seniormost 
living aristocrats in the State of Andbra Pradesh and I would like 
to say with some measure of pride that so far .as his life and his 
career is concerned, every one can feel about the way in which 
he handled his life. It is very easy Sir> these days to sermonise 
and also to say thct he belonged to a community or class which 
did not serve the cause of the people cither sincerely or adequately, 
The age has changed Sir, and therefore it is in the fashion to say 
things to justify our actions to '•day* But I would like to point 
out Sir, that men have to be judged as individuals as well a$ per*- 
sons belonging to a certain caste or community or tribe. As an 
individual, I do not think, there are few people aiive to-day in 
Andhra Pradesh who can be compared to the Maharaja saheb of 
Pithapuram. He was a great scholar and he was a great gentle- 
man* . He was a man who believed in the highest level of mora- 
lity and understanding of existence. To-day it is easy to think 
that alt the reforms that have been brought about, the revolution 
that has taken pla<^ in our country, has grown spontaneously; but 
frietids f^fget that all this achievements a^e due to the effort and 
l^^^otth^m who. lived previously and who have striven pr^^vi*

was very backward "and castfc-ridden and ^crv orthodox in its 
rcBgidus attitude, the Maharaja of Pithap^uram, started the Brahma 
(imaj* He was responcible to eik:o^^|e tfee setvice?; of :^m 
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Vceresalingam Pantulu and Raghupatlii Venkataratlmam Naidu 
and other great people in Andhra Pradesh. But when persons 
like the Maharaja of Pithapuram started the Brahmo samaj he was 
faced with opposition from all the political quarters who were in 
those days very powerful and when Britishers were in power and 
when the Zamindari system was very po verfuL The families of 

Bohhili and Vcnkatagiri were also oppcr,.^d to his liberal attitude. 
I take a special pride in, the fact that 't was the Maharani of 
Rcwa, one of my great grand aunts v/.~o supported him in his 
adoption to the family of Pithapuram and helped him in taking 
over his Estate. Therefore, all these things should be remem- 
bered and to-day it is easy to discredit the system. I agree that 
the Zamindari system had a stranglc-hold over the means of pro- 
duction. But one should not forget that the past strangle-hold 
over the means of production may easily alter. There may be 
new means of production. Therefore one should not judge 
merely by the strangle-hold over the society, how the group 

develops, the means of production and the political power and so 
on. Therefore, judge objectively, one would not be wrong in 
asserting that the Maharaja was a very great man and ultimately 
it is a sad thing that during the last five or six years he did not 
have c\ren money for himself to have food daily. He did not 
have food and I think a society fails which cannot provide food 
for a man during the last five or six years of his life whatever 
may be the sins of his class or whatever the Zamind^iri ' system 
might have done. If the society has failed to recognise his servi- 
ces and cannot even provide him food, then there is something 
wrong whatever, the progress may be and I take this opportunity 
to point out that even if we are progressing very fast in the 
world, at the same time, we are losing some, of, our essential and 
basrrc values which wc should remember.
